School Report. 


We are required to give a report of our schools to the public and are 
glad to say they have been successful as a whole; we do not say perfect 
for it takes many good points to make a perfect school. 

Of course much depends upon the selection of teachers. We exercised 
our best judgment in this at the beginning of the year, as far as our 
funds would allow us to do. We contend that a good teacher employed 
in school for a few weeks is much more profitable for the scholars than a 
poor teacher employed many weeks. We always expect to pay a good 
price fora good article, hence we must expect to pay a good price fora 
good teacher; and we did this as far as possible for the past year with 
agreeable results. 

With very few exceptions a pleasant relationship has existed between 
pupils and teachers, and where any unpleasantness has occurred, we be- 
lieve the cause has been with the parents rather than the pupils. Asa 
rule the disturbances in our country schools are not caused by the 
pupils or teachers, but by those outside of the school; we do not claim 
that teachers are perfect in judgment. Speaking from experience, we 
know they are not, and they a/ways need the assistance of parents to 
make the schoola success. It is seldom realized the difference in the 
amount of work which a teacher may be able to accomplish ina _ school 
where all the parents are interested in the school and sustaining the 
teacher, or where it isthe reverse. Where the parents do not care 
whether their children are in school or not, they will send them when 
there is nothing else for them to do. The teacher very quickly learns 
the fact that there is insufficent interest on the part of the parents, and it 
invariably detracts from her interest. Parents, do not censure the 
teacher, for you cannot expect her to be more interested in the educa- 
tion of your child than you are. A teacher will enter into her work in 
the school-room with more enthusiasm and zeal if she is confident that 
the people around her are ready to use their every influence in aiding 
her rather than criticising her every word and act. 

One great hindrance to the prosperity of onr schools is irregular at- 
tendance. We would not expect a person in business, that gives one 
day to his work and the next to pleasure, to be successful; no more 
can you expect a child that goes to school one day and stays at home 
the next to profit as much as a pupil that attends school every day. Too 
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many parents do not realize the injury to the school in general and to 
their child in particular by irregular attendance. I think we should im- 
press upon the child’s mind that it wst¢ be in school every day, and not 
only that, but to be prompt at the roll-call and not dismissed till the 
close of the session. 

The School Board thought that more attention should be given to the 
study of United States history, therefore adopted Eggleston’s, the 
larger book to be used as a text-book and the smaller as a supplementa- 
ry reader. The need of supplementary reading in our schools has long 
been a recognized fact, but this is the first step ever taken in this di- 
rection here; more attention should be given to it. 

We considered the expense which was unavoidable in supplying the 
arithmetics for the coming year and thought it would be economy to 
purchase a new series of books. After careful examination of several 
different text-books, we decided that Greenleaf’s was superior, therefore 
it was adopted. 

The number of weeks of school for the year was 24. Whole number 
of different pupils attending school in town during the year was 246; 
number of boys 118, number of girls 128.
